gave up his legal practice for 
politics, and worked unsparing- 
ly ut considerable financial 
sacrifice, But his trouble is that 
he looks, und is too. prosperous. 
A wealthy race-horse awwner, 
cven though he too ts an East 
Indian, is unllkely to defeat De 
Jagan on his. own ground—i.e. 
in the sugur plantations, 

What is now certain fs that, 
unless the Jagun - Burnham 
factions are reconciled—which 
secmy unthinkable — the two 
main partes will be about 
equally divided, This means 
that the’ Governor can decide 
the issue in favour of either 
porty through the nominated 
members, This. places him in a» 
most unenviable gouition—one, 
Indeed, in which he ought never 
to -be pineed.

From an administrative point 
of view, Whitehall would wel- 
coine iis adherence to the new 
Federation, British Guiana dy 
itself is not-+strong enough to 
stand unelded in the world. 
Morcover, there ig a feeling 
here that cssociation with 
sponslble leaders like Mr Nor= 
man Manley and Sir Grantley
